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LIBERAL Democrats 
have handed in a 
2,500-signature call¬ 
ing for no GP surgery 
closures without a 
full public consulta¬ 
tion. 

The idea of reduc¬ 
ing the number of 
practices has been 
suggested by the 
Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group (CCG). 

Dorchester council¬ 
lor Andy Canning 
handed the petition 
to the CCG at their 
Bridport Road head¬ 
quarters in the 
county town. 

In mid-Dorset, 
which includes 
Dorchester, the num¬ 
ber of surgeries could 
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decline from 11 to be¬ 
tween four and six; 
and in West Dorset 
from eight to be¬ 
tween three and five 
with similar reduc¬ 
tions in other areas. 

Local councillor 
Andy Canning says 
that a recent survey 
of GPs carried out 
across the South 
West by Exeter Uni¬ 
versity shows that up 
to two in five of all 
GPs are thinking of 
quitting the NHS due 
to low morale. 

Helen Stokes-Lam- 
pard, chair of the 
Royal College of GPs 
(RCGP), said the NHS 
is “haemorrhaging 
highly trained, expe¬ 
rienced GPs at an 
alarming rate”. 

Said Councillor 
Canning: “No won¬ 
der morale is low in 
Dorset. Our Clinical 
Commissioning 
Group (CCG) has 
called for the number 
of GP Surgeries in 
Mid Dorset (includ¬ 
ing Dorchester) to be 
cut from 11 to be¬ 
tween four and six, 
the numbers in West 
Dorset to be cut from 
eight to between 
three and five and 
the numbers in 
North Dorset (includ¬ 
ing Sherborne) to be 
cut from 14 to be¬ 
tween three and 
eight. 

“I am appalled at 
the scale of these

cuts. It is why West 
Dorset Liberal 
Democrats launched 
a petition calling for 
no closures without 
full public consulta¬ 
tion. This week I pre¬ 
sented this petition 
with more than 2,500 
signatures to the 
CCG.” 

In Weymouth local 
GP and Green coun¬ 
cillor Dr Jon Orrell 
said the situation 
was fast becoming a 
crisis. 

He said Weymouth 
has eight practices 
with four or them 
having trouble re¬ 
cruiting. The Doctor 
says there was a 
time when a job ad¬ 
vert would result in 


100 suitable appli¬ 
cants. Today offer¬ 
ing positions often 
results in no appli¬ 
cants at all. 

The Exeter study 
also points out that 
more than 30 per 
cent of current GPs 
are older than 50 
with many consider¬ 
ing retirement, or 
working less hours. 

Said Professor 
John Campbell, of 
the University of Ex¬ 
eter Medical School: 
“GP morale is low 
because of workload 
pressures, and many 
younger GP’s do not 
want the financial 
risk and responsibil¬ 
ities of taking on a 
practice.”

ORIGINALLY from the West Midlands, local au¬ 
thor Georgia Hill regularly holidayed in Lyme 
Regis as a child and has now realised her long- 
held dream and moved to the area. 

She has always enjoyed writing and has now 
had more than 10 novels and novellas published, 
focussing on romantic comedy and historical ro¬ 
mance. 


• TELL us a little about your career history... 

I've done lots of things but I'm not sure if I've had a 
career as such. I've worked for a charity, been a road 
safety advisor, worked in the theatre - an eclectic 
mix. Being a road safety advisor was fun at times. 
One of my regular gigs was to teach road safety to 
members of the US Navy at a base in Marble Arch. I 
also worked in schools a lot which I loved, so de¬ 
cided to re-train as a teacher. I taught in primary 
schools for 20 years, became a deputy head and 
then worked as an educational consultant for a local 
authority. Then I decided to change direction again 
and became a writer. 

• HOW did you first become interested in writing? 

I've always written. Diaries, travel journals, some re¬ 
ally bad poetry, bits and pieces. I always had stories 
going on in my head but didn't do anything about it. 
I suppose life kept getting in the way. Back in 2004, 
I joined an online forum. It was supposed to be all 
about nineteenth century literature but really was a 
bit of a swoon-fest for the BBC period drama 'North 
and South' and its leading man, actor Richard Ar- 
mitage! A section of the forum was dedicated to 
members' writing so I began to post a story, chapter 
by chapter. It was popular and I got instant feed¬ 
back. I went on to do a couple of creative writing 
classes and joined a wonderful organisation called 
The Romantic Novelists' Association. I went through 
their New Writers' Scheme and am currently pub¬ 
lished by Harper Impulse, which is the digital-first 
imprint of Harper Collins. 

• WHAT kind of books do you write? 

I write romance in two sub-genres - rom-coms and 
historical romance. My rom-coms are (hopefully) fun 
and light while my historical writing has darker 
themes. Having said that, there's quite a lot of hu¬ 
mour in my First World War novel 'While I Was Wait¬ 
ing' and some of my rom-coms often address 
serious issues such as bullying and dyslexia. You can 
find out more at www.georgiahill.co.uk 

• WHAT inspires your work? 

Anything and everything is the short answer! For 
'While I Was Waiting' inspiration initially sprang from 
my great-grandfather. He died in 1916 while serving 
with the Worcestershire Regiment. Then I came 
across the story of three brothers from Berrington 
Hall, a National Trust property near where I used to 
live in Herefordshire. All three died during the war. I 
became interested in what happened to the women 
and the large country estates left behind by the men 
who went to war. I like to mix in a contemporary sto¬ 
ryline into my historical novels so added townie 
Rachel adjusting to her new life in the country. Inspi¬ 
ration for that came from my own experiences of 



being 'from off' as they call it in Herefordshire - in 
other words, an outsider. Rachel finds a collection 
of letters and diaries written during WWI and grad¬ 
ually pieces together the story of a woman who 
loved and lost. WWI is a period in history with which 
I'm fascinated. A time of huge social and technolog¬ 
ical change, of enormous sacrifice and tragedy. It's 
a rich seam to mine for a writer. On a far less serious 
note. I've also written a series of rom-com novellas 
inspired by my love of 'Strictly Come Dancing'! 

• TELL us a little about your latest book? 

'Millie Vanilla's Cupcake Cafe' is the story of a 
woman fighting for her livelihood in the face of a 
large-chain coffee shop opening up. It's set in a 
small seaside town, loosely based on Lyme. Bere- 
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combe is entirely fictional and is in Devon, though. 
It has a harbour, a prom, a little theatre and a steep 
hill which climbs up towards Axminster. I always 
have Lyme in mind when I'm writing about it but, be¬ 
cause it's fictional, I can add things when or if 
needed. It's great fun making up entire communi¬ 
ties. 'Millie Vanilla' is coming out in three parts, 
'Spring Beginnings' came out in February, 'Summer 
Loves' in June and 'Christmas Weddings' later in the 
year. Then I'm back to another historical. It's also set 
on the coast near Lyme and is about a Victorian 
woman who yearns to become a fossil expert like 
Mary Anning but is forced into a society marriage. 
The contemporary part of the novel features a boat- 
builder and a grieving woman investigating a family 
tragedy. It's much easier doing research now I'm ac¬ 
tually living here and Lyme's Boat Building Academy 
were fantastically helpful. 

• WHAT do you enjoy about being a writer? 
Making things up and living in the imaginary world 
I've created is great fun. I love talking to people too 
- everyone has a story to tell or has the potential to 
become a character in a book. I bumped into 'Fat 
Les' the other day - he's got to go into a story. Elvis, 
the deaf assistance poodle, is based on a real dog I 
know, although his owner is thankfully nothing like 
Biddy in 'Millie Vanilla'. I can set my own hours and 
work when it best suits me. And there's no 'working 
wardrobe.' I can often be found still in pyjamas way 
past midday, much to the horror of the postman! 

• WHAT do you enjoy doing in your spare time? 

I love walking the spaniels on the beach, looking for 
fossils. I enjoy going to the theatre and cinema and 
can't wait for The Regent to open again. I have very 
fond memories of seeing 'Chitty Chitty Bang Bang' 
and 'Doctor Dolittle' there as a small child - there 
was a mini zoo in the foyer! I'm also incapable of 
walking past a museum of any sort and there are 
some fantastic ones in the area and I'm proud to be 
a friend of the Philpot. I'm married to a CAMRA 
member so you can often find us in a pub enjoying 
some good ale and pub grub. And, not surprisingly, 
I love reading. I'm mugging up on local myth and 
folklore at the moment. 

• WHAT do you like about living in the local area? 

Like many people from the Midlands, my family 
trundled down the M5 and came to Lyme on holi¬ 
day. My first time was when I was five when we 
rented Aunty Marge's caravan on Timber Vale. We 
arrived in thick fog but it didn't put me off - a love 
affair with the area began! I've been coming to Lyme 
at least once a year since then, more often if I could 
manage it. I'd get withdrawal symptoms if I couldn't 
get here. Now I've realised a long-held dream and 
am living here. I still can't quite believe it. I'm fairly 
well travelled but nowhere compares to Lyme Regis. 
It has such a rich history, and connections to great 
literary, scientific and artistic figures, that I get a real 
thrill out of being here. The Dorset and Devon coun¬ 
tryside is glorious and, for a midlander, being by the 
sea never loses its appeal. I've lived and worked all 
over the UK but Lyme has been a constant in my life. 
Walking on the beach or along The Cobb simply 
makes me happy.

June 

PRIME Minister Theresa 
May has caught the 
country by surprise in 
calling a snap general 
election for June 8th. 

Despite previously an¬ 
nouncing that he would 
not stand at the next 
election, which wasn't 
expected to take place 
for another three years. 
Sir Oliver Letwin told 
the BBC yesterday 
(Tuesday) that he would 
go to the polls one 
more time if selected. 

The Conservative 
agent for West Dorset, 
Anthony Stanley, how¬ 
ever, told the View From 
that no official an- 
nouncment would be 
made until it was con¬ 
firmed that there would 
be an election on June 
8th. 

Mrs May's shock an¬ 
nouncement came yes¬ 
terday (April 18th) 
following a cabinet 
meeting where it was 
"reluctantly" agreed 
that the government 
should call a general 
election. 

She previously stated 
that there would be no 
election until 2020, but 
has now concluded that 
"the only way to guar¬ 
antee certainty and sta¬ 
bility for the years 
ahead is to hold this 
election". 

Speaking outside 
Number 10, Mrs May 
said: "At this moment of 
enormous national sig¬ 
nificance there should 
be unity here in West¬ 
minster, but instead 
there is division. 

"The country is com¬ 
ing together, but West¬ 
minster is not. 

"Division in Westmin¬ 
ster will risk our ability 
to make a success of 
Brexit and it will cause 
damaging uncertainty 
and instability to the 
country. 

"So we need a general 
election and we need 
on now, because we 
have at this moment a 
one-off chance to get 
this done while the Eu¬ 
ropean Union agrees its 
negotiating position 
and before the detailed 
talks begin. 

"I have only recently 
and reluctantly come to 
this conclusion." 

Coming little more 
than two years after the 
last general election in 
2015, this is the shortest 
turnaround between 
polls since 1974. 

The candidates stand¬ 
ing in the South Dorset 
constituency had not 
been announced at the 
time of going to press.

Port extension opened 


A NEW extension to the cruise berth at 
Portland Port has been opened by MP 
for South Dorset, Richard Drax. 

The extension will allow the port to 
offer berths to even larger cruise ships. 

The ceremony, involving port staff, 
tenants and guests, was kicked off with 
speeches from Christopher Langham, 
Chairman of Portland Port Group, fol¬ 
lowed by Richard Drax, who then cut 
the ribbon and declared the extension 
open. 

The cruise berth extension was the 
result of several years or careful plan¬ 
ning and makes Portland Port one of 
only a few on the English Channel that 
can handle vessels with overall lengths 
of 340 metres. 


The extension works were carried 
out by marine construction specialists 
Red 7 Marine Ltd, TMS Ltd and CMP 
Thames who joined forces to deliver 
the project. The design involved build¬ 
ing two large structures, called dol¬ 
phins, 100 metres apart. Each dolphin 
consists of a 1,200-tonne reinforced 
concrete platform set on seven, 1.5 
metre diameter steel piles driven into 
the sea bed. The dolphins are linked 
by walkways and are positioned to 
support ships being moored on the 
port’s two largest berths. 

Mr Bill Reeves, CEO at Portland Port 
said: “This is a key investment for the 
port and demonstrates our commit¬ 
ment to the continued development of 


our infrastructure. The berth exten¬ 
sion enhances our ability to accommo¬ 
date some of the largest cruise liners 
in service today, as well as those being 
launched over the next few years.” 

The first vessel to use the extension 
is likely to be Holland America’s Kon- 
ingsdam on May 11th, followed by the 
Disney Magic on May 23rd. 

In this cruise season alone, there will 
be eight cruise ships calling at Port¬ 
land Port, which are more than 290 me¬ 
tres long. 

As cruise ships and other vessels 
around the world continue to get 
larger, the new extension will allow 
Portland Port to accommodate some of 
the biggest ships in operation.

Former 
Weymouth 
headteacher 
jailed for 
four years 

A FORMER Weymouth headteacher has 
been jailed for four years after being 
found guilty of indecently assaulting a 
pupil in the 1990s. 

David Akers, 61 and of Waddon in Wey¬ 
mouth, was found guilty on Thursday, 
April 13th at Bournemouth Crown Court 
of three counts of indecent assault fol¬ 
lowing a nine-day trial. 

He was found not guilty of three other 
counts of indecent assault. 

Mr Akers was also told he would be on 
the Sex Offenders Register for life. 

The court heard that Mr Akers was em¬ 
ployed as deputy headteacher at Bud- 
mouth School at the time of the offences, 
which date back to the 1990s. 

He befriended his victim, who was 
under the age of 16 at the time and a 
pupil at the school, and would drive her 
in his car to remote locations and inde¬ 
cently assault her, the court was told. 

The offences came to light when the she 
told her partner and her friends in 2015. 

In police interview Mr Akers said he 
knew the victim as she was a former 
pupil, but denied there had been any sex¬ 
ual contact with the girl. 

Detective Constable Richard Bayley, of 
Weymouth CID, said: “David Akers was 
in a position of trust and abused that 
trust to engage in an inappropriate rela¬ 
tionship with a pupil. 

“I wish to pay tribute to the victim in 
this case for her bravery in coming for¬ 
ward and reporting these offences. 

“I would like to thank the school and 
partner agencies who worked with 
Dorset Police throughout this investiga¬ 
tion. 

“I hope this conviction and sentence 
sends out a very clear message that 
Dorset Police takes all sexual allegations 
seriously, no matter when they were 
committed, and ensure victims are lis¬ 
tened to and offenders are brought to jus¬ 
tice.” 


A REDUNDANT building on the Granby industrial estate 
could be re-opened as a health, well-being and business cen¬ 
tre. 

DJ Property have submitted a planning application to 
West Dorset District Council to convert existing redundant 
office space at Leanne House, Avon Close. 

Just under a million pounds is expected to be invested into 
the project, which has internal areas of more than 30,000 
square feet, and is expected to generate dozens of new jobs. 

Mickey Jones, Chief Executive of DJ Property said: 
“Leanne House is currently a substantial vacant office 
building and not required by the market in its current for¬ 
mat. BAE occupied parts of the building until September 
2016, when they relocated to space at the Weymouth & Port¬ 
land Land Registry. It is our intention to substantially mod¬ 
ernise this prime employment site by transforming the 
current tired offices into a high-quality gymnasium, with 
supporting health and well-being businesses and accompa¬ 
nied by high specification office space.” 

The businessman said he would be substantially mod¬ 
ernising the buidling, replacing all doors and windows and 
refreshing all of the exterior cladding. The building fascia 
will be transformed by using a light grey cladding rather 
than a dark brown. 

The site has more than 150 car parking spaces and is lo¬ 
cated by the Jurassic Cycleway, which joins Weymouth to 
Chickerell and located near to bus routes. 

Added Mr Jones: “DJ Property intend to develop a com¬ 
bined well-being and workspace centre, which will serve 
the existing Granby estate work force and expanding local 
community of Chickerell, Southill and Weymouth. Many

local large employers are offering wellness and fitness op¬ 
tions into their recruitment packages in a bid to attract the 
very best employees.

Dorchester moves it 
with the best of them 


DORCHESTER Sports Centre has topped a re¬ 
gion challenge for the most “moves”. 

Dorchester Sports Centre (1,856,444) and Trin¬ 
ity Sports & Leisure in Bridgwater (1,618,692) 
were the best performing 1610 sports centres in 
terms of moves logging up - placing them sixth 
and eighth in the UK centre rankings. 

The challenge was undertaken by regular 
gym users with additional moves logged up by 
visits from school children, to the residents of 
care homes.

He said: “We were delighted with the re¬ 
sponse and we would like to thank all those 
who took part in the challenge to help us to im¬ 
prove on previous campaigns and achieve our 
6 million moves. 

“Our staff worked very hard to motivate 
members and local communities and 40 per 
cent of 1610 members who we surveyed about 
the campaign felt that it had a real impact on 
them and that they were more active during 
the campaign, walking to work and the gym 
and were more motivated to reach their fitness 
goals. 

“We can see that the campaign led to an in¬ 
crease in turn out at our centres and that it en¬ 
couraged lasting fitness benefits for those who 
took part.”

Man jailed for attacking 
friend with metal pole 


A MAN has been jailed for four 
years for hitting his friend in 
the face with a metal pole and 
attempting to hit a cyclist with 
a hammer during two separate 
incidents in Weymouth. 

Jason Keith Breen, 41 and of 
no fixed abode, was sentenced 
at Bournemouth Crown Court 
on Monday, April 10th after 
pleading guilty at previous 
hearings to unlawful wound¬ 
ing and affray. 

He was handed four years in 
prison for the unlawful wound¬ 
ing offence and two years for 
the affray, with both sentences 
to run concurrently. 

The court heard that the un¬ 
lawful wounding incident hap¬ 
pened in the early hours of 
Thursday, January 19th 2017, 
just weeks after Breen had 
been charged in connection 
with the hammer incident. 

Breen (pictured) and his 29- 
year-old victim, who were 
known to each other, left an ad¬ 
dress in Weymouth at around 
6.15pm on Wednesday, Jan¬ 
uary 18th to go into town. 

Just after lam the following 
day Dorset Police was called to 
reports of an incident between 
two men in the area of Spa 
Road and Radipole Park Drive. 

Breen was described by wit¬ 
nesses as acting in an aggres¬ 
sive way toward the victim and 
had threatened him with a 
metal pole, the court heard. 

Two taxi drivers stopped to 


help the victim, who was found 
wearing only a pair of jogging 
bottoms and shoes. He had sus¬ 
tained significant injuries to 
his face. 

One of the taxi drivers stayed 
with the victim while the sec¬ 
ond followed Breen. 

Breen was found by officers 
walking along Radipole Park 
Drive with blood on his hands. 
He told officers he had fallen 
over, however, one of the taxi 
drivers confirmed that Breen 
was the suspect. 

The victim was taken to 
Dorset County Hospital and re¬ 
ceived treatment for lacera¬ 
tions to his face and a broken 
nose. 

The court was told the affray 
offence occurred at around 
1.10pm on Thursday, October 
20th 2016. The victim was cy¬ 
cling along Melcombe Avenue 
toward the junction with West- 
erhall Road when Breen sud¬ 
denly ran at him wielding a 
hammer. 

Breen swung the hammer 
twice at the cyclist with force. 
Fortunately the cyclist - a 50- 
year-old man from Dorchester 
- managed to avoid being hit 
and cycled away to safety. He 
was not physically injured. 

Officers attended and ar¬ 
rested Breen nearby. He was 
released on police bail pending 
further enquiries and charged 
on Monday, December 12th 
2016. 



Detective Constable James 
Mullen, of Weymouth CID, 
said: “Breen was responsible 
for a vicious attack on his 
friend and it is fortunate that 
he was not more severely in¬ 
jured. 

"He committed this offence 
even though he had been 
charged with affray after he 
armed himself with a hammer 
and attempted to hit an inno¬ 
cent cyclist as he rode through 
town. 

“Dorset Police takes violence 
extremely seriously and we 
will thoroughly investigate 
such incidents. 

“I would like to pay tribute to 
the two taxi drivers who came 
to the victim’s aid and assisted 
officers to apprehend Breen at 
the scene and secure vital evi¬ 
dence.”

Carton recycling

One carton with contact details will be se¬ 
lected at random each month until the end of 
June and each winner will receive a year’s 
garden waste collection service.

Cartons, such as those made by Tetra Pak, 
Elopak and SIG Combibloc, are used for food 
and drink packaging, such as juices, soup, 
milk and sauces. They are made from fibre, 
plastic and aluminium foil, so are recycled 
separately to cardboard and paper. 

Gemma Clinton, Head of Service (Strategy) 
at the Dorset Waste Partnership, said: “While 
this competition is a bit of fun with some 
great prizes, our main goal is to raise aware¬ 
ness of the carton recycling banks that we 
have across the county.”

RICHARD Drax, MP for South Dorset, has de¬ 
scribed the decision of Lloyds Bank to close 
their Portland branch on July 3rd as “deeply 
regrettable”.

The 
Bank has a responsibility to its customers 
which outweighs mere commercial con¬ 
cerns.”

coast in the first place.

EVERY MIND MATTERS

MENTAL health awareness has come a 
long way in recent years. But it can still 
feel like a humongous - sometimes impos¬ 
sible - step to actually ask for help when 
you're struggling. 

"Talking about any aspect of our health 
can be difficult, even if it's physical," says 
Lucy Lyus, information manager at mental 
health charity. Mind. "It is becoming much 
more normal to talk about mental health, 
but we don't really know the words some¬ 
times, or we might think people won't un¬ 
derstand, or that we're weird." 

But while it can be understandably very 
difficult to take that first step, doing so is 
usually a huge relief. 

"Once people realise they can be 
helped," says Lyus, "even if they think, 'Oh, 
I'm not as unwell as that person', and that 
perhaps stopped them from getting help 
for a long time, people do talk of this mas¬ 
sive sense of relief." 

DO I DESERVE HELP? - One in four peo 
pie in the UK will experience a mental 
health problem each year, and according 
to a study published in The Lancet in 2013, 
mental health is one of the main causes of 
overall disease burden globally. In Britain, 
mixed anxiety and depression is the most 
commonly diagnosed mental health prob¬ 
lem, affecting 7.8% of the population, and 
is believed to account for a fifth of lost 
work days. 

But struggles can be hidden too - people 
might not take time off work, might be 
keeping up appearances on social media 
and, on the surface, appear relatively fine. 

Things like denial, fear of judgement - or 
even just fear of what will happen if you 
start dropping some of those plates or 
open the floodgates, so to speak - can 
play a part. But there can also be uncer¬ 
tainty as to whether people 'qualify' for 
professional help, whether their problems 
are worthy of a doctor's time, when there 
are other people much worse off. 

NO PROBLEM TOO SMALL - Lyus is 
adamant that, just as everybody deserves 
good physical health, everybody deserves 
good mental health. "No problem is too 
small or unimportant. And it doesn't mat¬ 
ter whether you think you need a diagno¬ 
sis or not, if you're finding things are 
getting in the way of how you want to live 
your life and it's been going on for a while, 
then it really is better to try and seek help, 
and not worry about putting on a brave 
face," she says. 

She acknowledges people can some¬ 
times be disappointed with the outcome 
of plucking up the courage to talk to their 
GP; postcode lotteries and funding short¬ 
ages mean sometimes waiting lists for 
talking therapies, including counselling, 
can be very long. This is something Mind 


is campaigning about, along with better 
training for GPs and practice nurses 
around handling conversations about 
mental health. 

"We want to make sure there is choice for 
everyone, in terms of getting the treat¬ 
ment that's right for them. So for everyone 
who builds up the courage to go to their 
GP, there are meaningful options available 
to them afterwards," says Lyus. "Antide¬ 
pressants can be fantastic for some peo¬ 
ple, but they're not appropriate for 
everyone." 

FINDING THE WORDS - Acknowledging 
you need support is one thing, but getting 
through the GP surgery door and finding 
the words can be quite another. Mind's 
'Find the Words' tool - an online resource 
for both people visiting their doctor or 
nurse, as well as those working in GP prac¬ 
tices and primary care commissioners - is 
designed to help with this very thing. "This 
is a campaign we've done to try and give 
people the tools to start the conversation 
with their GP, so lots of tips and advice on 
how to prepare for that first appointment, 
how to say what you want to say, and know 
your options afterwards," explains Lyus. 

And if talking to your GP really isn't what 
you want to do, "talking to anyone is a re¬ 
ally good thing to do". 

"That could be a friend, a colleague, a 
family member. Someone you trust, who 
you know will listen non-judgmentally, just 
so you're not feeling like you've got to suf¬ 
fer in silence," she says. "If you don't have 
that sort of person in their immediate life, 
we find a lot of people find online support 
forums really useful, especially if you're 
struggling to get out, or if you just don't 
have that network. Mind's 'Elefriends' on¬ 
line community's has about 60,000 users 
now." 

BREAKING BARRIERS - The more we talk 
about our mental health, notes Lyus, the 
"more normal it becomes" - and that ap¬ 
plies to each and every one of us. Because 
recognising your mental health needs is as 
important, relevant - and indeed normal - 
as recognising your physical health needs. 

"We are finding that the stigma is lessen¬ 
ing, attitudes are shifting and people are 
getting more accepting about it," she 
adds, though there are still "some excep¬ 
tions". 

"But fortunately, there are people out 
there who are doing wonderful work to 
show that it is quite normal. 

"We all have mental health," says Lyus, 
"so we need to remember that having a 
mental health problem is very common. 
We all need support from time to time."

T HE new TT25 cricket 
competition to encom¬ 
pass all members of the 
family is set to roll out offi¬ 
cially on Sunday, May 7th 
with the first match at 
Christchurch who will host 
Broadstone.
